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Response to Amendment 

1 . The reply filed on July 22, 2002 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because 
of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

(A) Page 1 of applicant's remarks mention the inclusion of a new drawing (Figure 6), 
which presumably was intended to overcome the first drawing objection. However, no such 
drawing has been received in the application papers. 

(B) Applicant has neither disputed nor filed a terminal disclaimer to overcome the 
double patenting rejection. 

(C ) Applicant has not properly addressed the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 
paragraph. The examiner established a prima facie case for the rejection by pointing out features 
which were NOT MENTIONED AT ALL in the specification or drawings. No addtional basis 
need be provided — they are simply not there. They are not even suggested or hinted at in any 
way. Consequently, there appear to be only three ways to overcome this rejection: 

(1) Applicant may show that these features are, in fact, in the disclosure by giving 
the page and line numbers where they may be found; 

(2) Applicant may cancel these features from the claims; or 

(3) Applicant may argue that these features are obvious and may be achieved 
without undue experimentation by one skilled in the art with the subject matter of the 
specification before him or her (however, such an admission would directly undermine 
applicant's arguments directed to the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103). 
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See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given 
ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is 
longer, within which to supply the omission or correction in order to avoid abandonment.
